The varieties of bearded Iris we 
offer have received a thorough testing 
in our gardens. Our heavy clay soil 
and strenuous Ohio climate are factors 
in producing hardy plants that will do 
well for you. Once planted, they will 
grow and increase in your garden, be- 
coming more gorgeous each season. 
Colors cover almost the full range of 
the rainbow. 


For best results you should plant Iris 
during their dormant or resting period. 
In this locality, this would be July and 
August. We start digging about one 
month after the blooming period, the 
actual start governed by the weather. 
As all orders are filled in rotation the 
earlier orders receive our first atten- 
tion. Some varieties, including many 
of the newer ones are in limited sup- 
ply, and may be sold out early in the 
season. Plants are never dug while in 
flower. We believe it is better to wait 
until the dormant period. 

Rhizomes vary in size, depending on 
the parentage background. We know 
that by using certain high powered fer- 
tilizers, high in nitrogen, we could pro- 
duce larger rhizomes, but they might 
also be less firm and be more suscept- 
ible to rot. We use bone meal at plant- 
ing time and one side dressing of an

In laying out your plan, figure on 
groups of three or six rhizomes of each 
variety spaced eight to twelve inches 
apart in the form of triangles. Plant 
each group as a unit of design with all 
rhizomes pointing in the same _ direc- 
tion to avoid open spaces in the center 
of your color pattern. By the second 
year such units will show an abundance 
of color. Mix your colors well and be 
sure to have plenty of cream, yellow, 
pink and light blends to warm up your 
picture, add a few white, blue, red and 
brown for desirable contrasts and there 


you have it. Remember, the ratio of 
the lighter colors should be about three 
to one of the darker shades.

You should plant the rhizomes as 
soon as convenient after arrival. No 
harm to hold them a few days if you 
heel them in so they do not dry out too 
much. Sometimes the outer leaves on 
the rhizomes are quite dry on arrival. 
DO NOT remove them as the wound 
whieh might develop could allow rot 
to start. The dry leaves will drop off 
of their own accord when growth starts.

For Dwarf Iris—Honor- 
able Mention (HM), and Caparne 
Award (Cap). 


The Dwarf Iris Society also makes 
its own awards — Award of Special 
Merit (ASM), Blue Ribbon Award (BR), 
and Dwarf Iris Society Medal (DISM). 


The Dykes Medal, Caparne Award 
and Dwarf Iris Society Medal are the 
highest awards in their class and only 
one such award may be made. each 
year. Societies in England and France 
may also award a Dykes Medal. 


Only twelve Awards of Merit are 
made each year. There is no limit to the 
number of Honorable Mention awards 
each year except that a variety must 
receive votes from at least twelve AIS 
judges to qualify for the award.
